A Curious Branch of the Pi#ry Vodka 
Traffic In Russia. 
Since the ediit of June 6. 1804. the 
production and sale of vodka, that fiery 
drink In which most Russians delight, 
have liven controlled by the govern­ 
m ent 
Of the 50.000 places engaged lo 
the vodka traffic in European Russia 
more than one half are conducted by 
the state under the direct supervision 
of the ministry of finance. 
Most of the employees in the govern­ 
ment 
vodka shops are widows and 
orphans of deceased officials of the 
state. 
Those shops ara conducted In 
au orderly nmtiner, and no drinking Is 
perm itted on the premises. 
The fact1 
that a charge ranging from I cent to 
9 cents Is made for the bottle In which 
the vodka is sold has given rise to a 
strange business. 
Bottle brokers, as they are called, 
haunt tile neighborhood of th e vodka 
shojis, watching for some thirsty p er­ 
son who needs the loan of one or two 
kopecks (a half a cent or a cent) with 
which to make tile purchase of a bottle 
of the desired beverage. 
Perhaps the buyer has but six ko­ 
pecks and lie requires eight to get a 
twjtt Ie of vodka 
T h e “broker" lends 
him tile two ko|M*«-ks to make up tile 
desired am ount, and, after the recep 
facie lias been Unlined under the vigi 
taut eye of the broker, the bottle Is 
turned over to blin 
He takes it back 
to the shoji an d sells it for three ko 
pecks, thus m aking a profit of one ko 
peck. 
In Moscow and Bt. Petersburg h un­ 
dreds of men are earning a living ut 
this strange trade.—H arper’s Weekly
